notice, the said Shade Tree commis- 
jhian will proceed to have the work 
(done and the costs thereof collected 
from the owner of the real estate in 
front of which aaid trees are planted, 
by filing a lien for the cost thereof, as 
provided in Section 9 of Article 2 of 
Chapter 9 of the Act of Assembly of 
the 14th day of May, 1915. 


Eighth: 
It shall be unlawful for 


any person to cut, break or injure the 
roots, body, limbs or branches of a 
shade tree planted or growing in and 
upon the streets, alleys or highways 
of the Borough of Clearfield, or to 
hitch a horse or any other animal to 
any shade tree, or to tack or post a 
notice, handbill or advertisement of 
any kind upon any of said trees, or 
guards around the same, or to do any 
other thing, wher-V>y the beauty of 
any shade tree may be marred, dis- 
figured or injured.
